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PREPARES SPACE MACHINE AT PORT COLBORNE 

Says That Martian Made Landing Here 

Claims His Ancestors Were From Another 
Planet 

Port Colbome > (Staff) — In this town 
lives a man, who claims to be a descen¬ 
dant of ancestors from other planets, to 
have met spacemen within a few miles of 
here and to be preparing a flying machine 
that will take him Into space. He boasts 
a badge showing him to be a member of the 
police force of the planet of Mars, He 
works now assembling the parts of the 
device that ho says will take him out of 
the earth's orbit, 

Johann Purchalskl, 38, works in a small 
house with little light but claims to be 
a scientist of great ability and Is de¬ 
scribed by some local people as an In¬ 
tellectual, He asserts that he has evi¬ 
dence of spacemen landing on this earth 
for the last 100 years and that they 
arrive here from other planets Including 
Mars and live among us to be detected 
only by a few. Among them, he states, 
vrere his own grandparents, 

"What does a spaceman look like?" asked 
our reporter, 

"He is usually of medium build, around 
5 feet 2 inches, has very largo, but kind 
eyes, walks Just the same as humans and 
dresses In a felt looking type of mate¬ 
rial, They breathe very heavy," stated 
Mr, Purchalskl, 

On mentioning the fact that hardly any¬ 
one has actually stated that they had 
seen a spaceman, Mr, Purchalskl said, 

"It was during the winter of 1936 that 
a saucer type object was seen going over 
Port Colbome and I followed it later to 
find the object, which would be descri¬ 
bed as a apace ship, had come down In 
cno of the fields. It was then'that I 
vras Introduced to the people Inside who 
had told me that they did not wish to 
cause any harm by killing any of the 


earth people. After they showed me 
some of their many articles In their 
machinery, I left, I was also given a 
badge by them. This badge Is made of 
a metal material and states that It 
was owned by a member of the Planet 
Mare Police Force In the main city 
called Marsopolls, all this Is inscri¬ 
bed on the badge. 

Since this first meeting with spacemen 
Mr, Purchalskl claims that he has 
travelled over almost every part of 
this world Including Russian areas 
such as Moscow, and he names many plac 
where It Is known that spacemen have 
landed. 

He states that, when he was In Austria 
he had to destroy many things that 
would have proven his meeting with 
such people, 

Mr, Purchalskl expects to have hla 
flying machine, which Is of a twin 
rotor type using a special kind of fue 
for starting, and then switching over 
to another fuel when the height of the 
machine gets to a certain level, ready 
to take hlme lnt6 space later this 
ouramar, ^ 

The matez*lal he Is using Is all nickel 
and he estimates that the coat will be 
In the region of y100,000, Ho has the 
X>arts and It Is at present In the 
stage of assembly, Mr, Purchalskl was 
asked If he felt that people will bo 
able to go to the moon or other planet 
In the near future. Ho said, "No, the; 
won’t. The different governments from 
all over the world are trying to send 
rockets up there and none of them will 
succeed, they do not know how to make 
rockets well enough for them to be 
directed In the proper manner. On the 
other hand. If someone was asked to go 
I would offer on the condition that I 
build my own rocket ship, because I ha- 
been told how to do It by those who

Johann Purchalskl lives alone, his nothe^ 
having died 12 months ago. They oame 
from Austria and had spent some time in 
Ottawa, Ontario, where Johann had some 
schooling, I further learned that many 
people In the neighborhood find it hard 
to comprehend Johann when he starts 
talking about ancient civilizations, the 
Incas, nigyptlans, Romans, ISngllsh, as 
well as outer apace to the comer boys. 

To look at him you Immediately notice 
there la something different, his eyes, 
ears and face, and he Is only five feet 
two Inches tall. His mother was also a 
small person. After putting him at easa^ 
he brought out the machine and explained 
the construction and operation to me. 
Essentially It has a center ooltuan sup¬ 
ported on a tripod which Is the landJ^ 
gear fitted with small wheels. About 
two feet up from the ground Is a seat an^ 
fitte d with safety straps. Immediately 


behind the column are two fuel\ tanks 
for high octane liquid fuel, which Is 
fed to a sort of mixer and in turn to 
the two jets, one at each end of the two 
blade horizontal propellers which rotate^ 
atop the center column, I asked him 
how does he know It will work and ho re¬ 
plied, "I have already made a similar 
machine . and It filesHe 

showed roe a photograph of this first 
machine surrounded by a group of people 
at St<j Catharines, where the picture 
was taken on landing after a flight 
from Port Colbome at a height of about 
500 feet. This first machine was made 
of aluminum but the blades were not 
strong enough and the jet combustion 
chambers would not stand the heat, he 
said, being of aluminum. The new ma¬ 
chine Is constructed of nickel with jet 
bodies of monel to teks the high temp¬ 
eratures, The propellers will turn at 
about 5,000 r,p<»mo he said- A plastic 
, helmet with oxygen supplied from cylin¬ 
ders will b6 used for nigh altitude 
flying he stated, I asked him about 
the badge of a police space pilot, 
which he showed me. On one side is his 
-name and capital of Mars which he told 
mo has a population of about 4 million 
people. On the other side is a repre¬ 


sentation of Mars with Its two moons, 
I asked him If he had lived on Mars 
and ho said yea, for two and a half 
years. I then asked him what those 
lines were that can be seen on Mars, 
and he said water courses which get 
the water from the polar ice caps. 

He volunteered the statement that Mart 
Is troubled with sand storms and the 
capital city la covered over with a 
sort of tranapaz*ent roofing. He has 
several pictures on the wall which he 
states v;ere taken on Maz*8, one Is of 
a police space patrol craft, another 
of a disabled spacecraft being hauled 
by a large horse with two small men, 
one on the horse and the other on the 
craft, Ihere la another of himself 
In a flying suit standing by Q- space 
ship, also on Mars, he said. The 
new machine Is about 85 '^ completed^ 

I would eav and la of the best work¬ 
manship and must have cost a pile of 
money. He hopes to finish It this 
summer. He supervises work In 
various shops to conceal Identity 
of the working x>&rt&, 

I remarked about the weight of the 
new machine and he said try and lift 
It, I could Just move “It but he* haT 
no trouble at all. He states he can 
lift 300 lbs easily, I asked him If 
he knew Qeorge Adamakl and he said 
no. He does not appear to know much 
of what Is going on In our skies 
these last few years, but seems to 
bo living In a world of his own, I 
asked him whore he gathered his know¬ 
ledge from, and ho said from my ^ 
father and others. He has knowledge 
of spacecraft landing on this Earth 
but this Is some yeaz^s ago and he Is 
not Inclined to talk about It, His 
own visitation to Kars must have been 
befoz*e 1936 the year he came to this 
part of Canada, Neighbors who have 
known him Intimately for the i)aBt 
twelve years say he has not changed 
In looks or age In that tine. 

There seems to be a little mystery 
surrounding the roan and I am Inclined 
to think that he Is an outcropping of 
the remote x>sat and there may be 
some connection with another race of 
people, with knowledge and legends 
still hanging In the family minds. 
During the last world war he was fly¬ 
ing a private plane and In 1944 ho 
evidently was driving a 32 cylinder 
Oadlllao cur, I saw bis vehicle permit

Air Force Authorities were 
baffled today by a mysterious UFO" 
that showed up as a red light over 
Canada*8 key air defense establish¬ 
ment near here and disappeared north 
at a speed faster than sound* 

The object which did not register on 
radar soreens was seen at about 8 p»s. 
S3T yesterday by control tower obaex»v ■ 
ers at tha 3t« Hubert Air Base and by 
several hxmdred other airport person¬ 
nel and district residents. 

"It was a genuine UFO as far as we 
are concerned." an Air Force spokes¬ 
man said. 

The government weather bureau at Dor- 
val, another Montreal district air¬ 
port, speculated that the object 
might have been a weather balloon 
which was sent aloft about an hour 
earlier than the mysterious object 
was spotted. But a 8xx>kesman said 
the balloon was white and carried a 
white, not rod, light. 

The St. Hubert control tower reported 
the objeot was similar to a red light. 
A tower observer said It seemed to h 
hang In the sky at between 3,000 and 
7*000 feet over the field for a few 
minutes, then darted north faster 
than any Jot Interceptors at the air 
defense command base are capable of 
flying. 

It was regarded as extraordinary be¬ 
cause It was not picked up on radar 
screens that cover 3t. Hubert and the 
Monti»aal axwwio 

Sorcas other than the Air Force varlet! 
in their descriptions of the object. 
Some said It was like a "long rod 
cigar," and others called It "a black 
ball with a red light on It." 

One witness, Trevor Thompson, who 
lives In northwest Montreal, 4052 
Highland Avenue, said he was in the 
street when he noticed the light* 
which seemed to be standing still. 

It then moved slowly off and took 
about four minutes to pass out of 
sight. 

Telephone calls from people who had 
seen the light, bomoarded the 3t. Hu¬ 
bert switchboard. 

Sqn. Ldr. J.D. Harvey, Air Defense j 
Command public relation officer, said j 
the report would be lorwardad to the i 


Department of Transport. A DOT offlcl 
al would In turn ijaaa the information 
to an international committee which 
collects and exchanges Information 
on "aerial phenomena," 

A transport department axx>kesman said 
such reports run at the rate of about 
four every month but the Canadian Oovt. 
shows no official interest in them. 

A government engineer, Wilbert B. Smith, 
said the UFO was probably a si>aoe craft^. 
Mr. ^Ith* superintendent of radio 
regulations engineering for the trans¬ 
port department, said such objects 
appear red when statlorary and change 
to orange and white when moving. 

Slther the same or similar objeot was 
also reported to have hovered for 
several minutes over a playing field 
in Montreal. 

Claude Meroler said he and ten neigh¬ 
bors saw it. "It looked like a big 
round balloon, about 10 feet In di¬ 
ameter, with a yellow light Inside," 
said Meroler. "Fiery sparks came 
from the underside." 

"It was very low and appeared as though 
It was going to land. But after hang¬ 
ing in the air a few minutes It took 
off, z*l8ing at a terrific speed As 
It rose," he said, "the light Inside 
seemed to go off.”

SAUCER STOPS MOTOR OP AUTO-CYGLS 

A young lady was on her way homo from 
the shop, riding her auto-cycle. She 
drove along a lonely road In the north¬ 
ern part of Funen, Denmark, She had 
Just passed a farm, when the motor 
stopped. She knew motors, so she got 
off to try to start the motor again. 

She could not find any faults In the 
motor, but In 8X>lte of this, she ooxild 
not start It again.

without stopping Its speed Tabout 30- 
4o kilometers per hour; In an angle of 
90 degrees, and came now straight out 
towards the road, where she was. She 
was soaz*ed and hurried to get away. 

The light was from 2-3 meters from 
the left side of the roadside when she 
thoiight It would rush at her, but 
suddenly when It ifes oh the level with 
her. It did a 90 degree turn to the 
right and continued without changing 
speed along the edge of the road and 
disappeared behind her. She kept on 


cycling forward with her heavy cycle, 
not daring to look bohlng her, 
iiThen she came home, she gave her cycle 
to the meohanlo and asked him to repair 
It. The next morning when she went to 
the repair shop, ahe asked the meohanlo 
what was the matter with the motor.
